Bluffwood Terrace: A tertiary closed section residential roadway with a right of way 50 feet in width
beginning at Station 4+32.56, 168 feet from the intersection of New Cut Road (Station 38+64.63)
and heading in a southeasterly direction ending at Station 6+00.74, for a distance of 168 feet.
Paving width 26 feet, concrete sidewalks on both sides five (5) feet in width, curb and gutters, and
storm drainage. Pavement consists of a 3-inch asphaltic concrete base course, a 1.5-inch asphaltic
concrete intermediate, and a 1.5-inch asphaltic concrete surface course.

New Cut Road: A modified primary closed section residential roadway with a right of way 70 feet in
width beginning approximately 650 feet southwest from the intersection of Snowden Farm Parkway at
Station 33+23.93 and heading in a southwesterly direction to the intersection of Grey Squirrel Streef
at Station 36+27.78 for a distance of 304 feet. Paving width 40 feet, bituminous concrete bike path
on left side eight (8) feet in width and concrete sidewalks on right side five (5) feet in width, curb and
gutters, and storm drainage. Pavement consists of a 5-inch asphaltic concrete base course, a 1.5-inch
asphaltic concrete intermediate, and a 1.5-inch asphaltic concrete surface course

New Cut Road: A modified tertiary closed section residential roadway with a right of way 50 feet in
width beginning at the intersection of Grey Squirrel Street at Station 36+27.78 and heading in a

southwesterly direction, including the intersections of Bluffwood Terrace at Station 38+64.63,
Majestic Maple Drive at Station 41+31.82 and Winding Woods Way at Station 44+11.86, ending at
Station 45+59.42 and transitioning to existing New Cut Road at Station 46+37.00 for a distance of
1,009 feet. Paving width 26 feet, asphaltic concrete bike path on left side (partially within a public
improvement easement) eight (8) feet in width and concrete sidewalks on right side five (5) feet in
width, curb and gutters, and storm drainage. Pavement consists of a 3-inch asphaltic concrete base
course, a 1.5-inch asphaltic concrete intermediate, and a 1.5-inch asphaltic concrete surface course

Grey Squirrel Street: A secondary closed section residential roadway with a right-of-way 60 feet
wide beginning 103 feet east of the intersection of Little Seneca Parkway at Station 1+03.09 and
continuing eastward, including the intersections of Hemlock Hills Place at Station 2+50.88 and
Bluffwood Terrace at Station 4+19.94, Majestic EIm Court (Private) at Station 6+27.99 and ending at
Station 9+49.80. A distance of 847 feet, pavement width of 36 feet with concrete sidewalks on both
sides five (5) feet in width, curb and gutters and storm drainage. Pavement consists of a 3-inch
asphaltic concrete base course, 1.5-inch asphaltic concrete intermediate course, and a 1.5-inch
asphaltic concrete surface course.

Grey Squirrel Street: A primary closed section residential roadway with a right-of-way 70 feet wide
beginning 49 feet east of the intersection of New Cut Road at Station 10+48.71 and continuing
eastward, including the intersection of Juniper Blossom Place at Station 12+89.81 and ending at
Station 13+69.81. A distance of 321 feet, pavement width of 40 feet with concrete sidewalks on both
sides five (5) feet in width, curb and gutters and storm drainage. Pavement consists of a 5-inch
asphaltic concrete base course, 1.5-inch asphaltic concrete intermediate course, and a 1.5-inch
asphaltic concrete surface course.

Bluffwood Terrace: A tertiary closed section residential roadway with a right of way 50 feet in width
beginning at the intersection of Grey Squirrel Street at Station 0+00 and heading in a southeasterly
direction to Station 0+49, for a distance of 49 feet. Paving width 26 feet, concrete sidewalks on both
sides five (5) feet in width, curb and gutters, and storm drainage. Pavement consists of a 3-inch
asphaltic concrete base course, a 1.5-inch asphaltic concrete intermediate, and a 1.5-inch asphaltic
concrete surface course.

Hemlock Hills Place: A tertiary closed section residential roadway with a right of way 50 feet wide
beginning approximately 75 feet from the intersection of Grey Squirrel Street at Station 5+37.41 and
heading in a northerly direction to Station 6+12.32, for a distance of 75 feet. Paving width 26 feet,
concrete sidewalks on both sides five (5) feet in width, curb and gutters, and storm drainage.
Pavement consists of a 3-inch asphaltic concrete base course, a 1.5-inch asphaltic concrete
intermediate, and a 1.5-inch asphaltic concrete surface course.

Juniper Blossom Place: A tertiary closed section residential roadway with a right of way 50 feet
wide beginning approximately 50 feet from the intersection of Grey Squirrel Street at Station
16+85.95 and heading in a northeasterly direction to Station 17+35.95 at the intersection of Grey
Squirrel Street (Station 12+89.81), for a distance of 50 feet. Paving width 26 feet, concrete
sidewalks on both sides five (5) feet in width, curb and gutters, and storm drainage. Pavement
consists of a 3-inch asphaltic concrete base course, a 1.5-inch asphaltic concrete intermediate, and
a 1.5-inch asphaltic concrete surface course.
